Gov. Baker’s “Committee- 
men Agree on Proposal to 
Insure $25,000,000 a 
Year From 1930 to 1934. 


COMMITTEE NAMED 
TO LEAD CAMPAIGN 


Proposition in Form of Con- 
stitutional Amendment to 
Be Submitted at Novem- 
ber Election. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 28.— 
An additional State road bond. is- 
sue of $75,000,000 for completion 
of present State highway: system, 
widening of over crowded high- 
ways inthe metropolitan areas 


and development of farm-to-mar- 
ket feeder roads, was agreed upon 
late this afternoon by the Road 
30nd Compromise Committee, ap- 
pointed by Gov. Baker. 

The prposition, in the form of 
a constitutional amendment, will 
be submitted to voters of the State 
in the general election in Novem- 
ber. Initiative petitions will ~ be 
circulated to place it on the ballot. 

The plan was offered by the 
committeee as a substitute for the 
$120,000,000 bond plan of the Au- 

tomobile Club of Missouri, and 
the counter recommendation of 
$60,000,000 by the State Highway 
Commission, which produced a 
déadiock when the club and com- 
mission attempted to agree on a 
unified plan, 

Chief Points in Proposal. 

Principal points in the proposal 
Issuance of $75,000,000 in 
bonds, at the rate of $15,000,000 a 
- ar from 1930 to 1934, inclusive. 
(With #cderal aid and other funds 
it is estimated this would enable a 
road program of 25,000,000 a 
year for the five year period.) 

Prohibition of an increase in the 
present automobile license fees and 
2-cent a gallon gasoline tax for 190 
years from adoption of the bond 
issue. 

Distribution to the counties, for 
additional roads, of all funds in 
excess of the amount required to 
complete the 7640 miles State sys- 
tem on the basis of area and: pop- 
ulation, 

Efforts will be made to obtain 
support of the compromise pro- 
posal by all groups of road hond 
advocates. The new proposal is 
considerably smaller than was. de- 
sired by many bond supporters, be- 
ing only $15,000,000 greater than 
the original commission plan. How- 
ever, it contains concessions on 
points to which the commission 
objected, chiefly the limitation on 
increases in revenue sources for 10 
years. The commission had op- 
posed any limitation. 

All funds mentioned in the pre- 
ceding paragraphs are in addition 
to funds necessary to take care of 
administration, maintenance, bond 
interest, retirement and eollection 
costs. 

Purposes to Be Accomplished. 

The committee’ issued a state- 
ment that the proposed bond. issue, 
together with Federal aid and sur 
plus annual revenues over bond re- 
quirements, would accomplish tne 
following purposes: 

Complete the present 7640-mile 
State system by 1933. 

Make the refunds of approxi- 
mately $10,000,000 due the coun- 
ties for roads built with local 
money and taken over as part of 
the State system. 

Widen the highways in the vicin- 
ity of the principal cities and pro- 
vide necessary connecting roads. 

Make available approximat-ly 
$40,000,000. by the end of 1937 for 


construction of -farni-to-market 
feeder roads in each county. The 
bulk of this construction would 


start after completion of the pres- 
ent system in 1933- 

Provide $6,500,000 to. take care 
of emergenciés in the period up to 
1927, with a gradually increasing 
reserve after that yeas. 

Possible Rural Objection. 

One objection the plan may cn- 
counter in rural sections in the 
State is that comstruction of the 
farm-to-market roads will be on a 
pay-as-you-go plan, in effect. Con- 
struction of these rcads will not 
begin until 1934 and will continue 
thereafter from the surplus that is 
available from year to year. 

The committee selected * Maj. 
Lioyd Stark of Louisiana, Mo., as 
chairman of the genera! committee 
to be formed to carry on the bond 
issue campaign. This wit! include 
circulation of the initiative pett- 
tions and the campaign to gain 
adoption of the proposition.

Ibanez’'s 40 years of maturity 
were crawded with both physical 
and mental activity. Throughout 
his manhood he fought with both 
pen and sword. He stood fast to 
his republican principles all his 
life, and steadily assail-? the Span- 
ish monarchy. He saw nearly all 
countries of the world and through 
his books and lectures and movies 
he gathered money from most of 
them. 

A Good Bus'r-ss Man. 

His reni- as a novelist was often 
said to have been equaled by his 
genius as a business man. He 
made two trips around the world 
and at least a score of his works 
could be termed successes, most of 
the financia] returns, however. be- 
ing due to their tremendous popu- 
Jarity in the United States, which 
he visited in 1920. 

Although he is said to have been 
active in opposition to the Spanish 
Government at the age of 29, some 
say even mingling in revolution- 
ary circles, he was not forced to 
flee from Spain until after the 
World War. 

Two generations older than the 
modernist school of today, Ibanez 
nevertheless was regarded az a true 
modern. He welcomed all prog 
ress, particularly in politics. His 
next book was to have been “Youth 
of the World.” 

Fought to Replace Monarchy With 
Republic in Spain. 

Thanes was born at Valencia, 
Spain, in 1867. He turned to liter- 
ature as young man, but his early 
novels failed t6 attract much atten- 
tion. They were mostly word pic- 
tures of the provincial, life in and 
about Valencia. Later, however, he 
developed an individual and realis- 
tic etyle and his works gradually 
grew in popularity all over the 
world until he became one of the 
most widely known authors. “The 
Four Horsemen of the Apocalypse,” 
a novel of the war, was his first 
remarkable suctesgs. 

Many of his books were recast as 
scenarios for photoplays. Among 
them were “The Four Horsemen of 
the Apocalypse.” “Biood and Sand,” 
and “Mare Nostrum.” It was in 
“The Four Horsemen” that the late 
Rudolph Valentino attracted atten- 
tion as a film star.

A committee also was appointed 
to prepare the final draft of the 
constitutional amendment. The 
committee comprises Gov. Baker, 
chairman: Attorney-General N. T.

of the State Highway Commission;

The Compromise Committee was 
formed by Baker after two confer- 
ences between the Commission and 
Automobile Club on their respec- 
tive plans had resulted in dead- 
locks.

Baker, Chairman A. A. Buford of 
Ellington and John Malang were 
urging a bond issue of $75,000,000 
or more. The other three. Chair-

Details Not Fully Worked Out,

EATH Valley in California, 
D once the most forbidding 

part of the farflung Mo- 
jave desert, has been trans- 
formed into. a winter resort. 
Within the last few years its 
arid wastes have been made to 
bloom,. thanks to irrigation, 
and it has been made habitable 
with hotels, lodges and bunga- 
lows. This year the Chicago &

history, however. In the COV- 
ered wagon days of ’49 it 
Claimed the life of many a 
pioneer.

INVENTS MACHINE TO 
RELINE BRAKE BANDS 


St. Louisan’s Product Shapes 
Lining to Drum Without 


“Burning in” Process. 


A new brake relining machine 
which eliminates most troubles in 
relining brakes, has been invented 
by William J. Chaudet, president 
of the General Brake Service Cor- 
poration of St. Louis. Chaudet’s 
new method shapes the brake lin- 
ing to the wheel drum after it has 
been aplied to the shdes or brake 
bands and dresses rough edges 
down until a perfect surface is ob- 
tained. 

The ordinary practice when re- 
lining brakes has been to “ruff in” 
or “burn in” tbe lining after it 
has been applied to the brake 
bands by either driving the car.and 
frequently applying brakes, or 
jacking up the wheels and running 
the car at high speed with frequent 
interspersions of braking applica- 
tion. 

The method wears brakes down 
and fits the lining to the brake 
bands. However, since ft takes too 
long to completely fit the bands 
by this method the car is usually 
turned ‘over to the customer when 
the brakes hold fairly well with 
instructions to return the car in a 
few days for further adjustment. 

With the Chaudet method is it 
unnecessary to drive the car to 
“break in’’ new linings and the in- 
ventor has stated that the practi- 
cability of his new~-machine has- 
been proved by its successful use 
in the past several] months here. 

The machine is a cross between 
a milling machine and grinder and 
is driven directly by an electric 
When bands are dressed 
on the machine the operator can- 
not make-a mistake, as a curved 
guides the exact radius of the drum 
used. In this way the brake shoe 
Or band is dressed the same size 
diameter as the drum it works on. 

Different size guides can be 
fitted to the machine by the re- 
moval of two wing nuts.

Those on the committee 
are: Judge Hartmann, .chairman; 
Circuit Judge Taylor, now presid- 
ing in Juvenile Court, treasurer; 
Foristel, Priest, Arthur Baer, 
Clarence H. Howard and Rodowe 
Abeken. Others present “vere H. 
D. McBride, St. Louis Scout Com- 
missioner, and J. K, Ewing, presi- 
dent of the East St. Louis Scout 
Council and parole officer of the 
East St. Louis Juvenile Court. 

Arrangements are to be made 
for a weekly scout meeting place 
in the downtown tenement area, 
and a man specially qualified is to 
be chosen for voluntary service as 
scoutmaster. Judge Taylor will 
furnish a Hst from which to choose 
members. 

Formerly, Judge Hartmann -e- 
lated, a start was made utilizing 
Boy Scout work for cure of delin- 
quency by having willing boys as- 
signed to convenient existing 
troops, but this did not prove alto- 
gether satisfactory. It was noticed 
that the appearance of a scout as 
a delinquent was almost unheard 
of. 

A scout uniform costs $9.20. It 
is not essential to membership, but 
those at the luncheon agreed that 
it had a good effect in promoting 
the work, through the pride in- 
stilled in the wearer. McBride said 
better results were usually. ob- 
tained if scouts had an opportunity 
to earn money to buy their own 
uniforms, but it was pointed out 
that the class of boys expected in 
the new troop might find this dif- 
ficult, so the financing is largely to 
buy their outfits.

If the project is successful as a 
cure for delinquency, McBride 
said, it should be good for preven- 
tion, and he counseled the ultimate 
formation of more troops in the 
poorer districts, to interest and aid 
boys.

HETHER or not the motion picture theaters of St. Louis and 

the country generally are to become more and more like vaude- 

ville houses with the picture playing a very minor part in the 
program is a question which is agitating the producers and the thea- 
ter owners considerably. In these columns recently Jesse Lasky, 
for the picture makers, pointed ost, at considerable length, tbat 
something would have to be done to keep the film play up at the 
top of the attractions. He sounded a rather distinct ery of warning 
—or was it one of pain—against elaborate stage presentations, ee 
ting forth that the picture really was the backbone of the enter- 
tainment and should be treated as such. 

The theater owner agrees that the picture is the important 
thing, but in this day and age of rapidly advancing overhead he 
contends it is not enough to attract the crowds necessary to the suc- 
cessful operation of a large theater. Skouras Brothers were among 
the first exhibitors to splurge with stage entertainment. Yet, they 
gay they are open for conviction to the policies advocated by Lasky 
and admit that in the instance of some pictures there is no occa- 
sion for a stage show. 


HEY point out, howerer, that it is impossible to secure enough 
big pictures to operate the larger theaters week in and week 
out without the assistance of stage shows. Their argument is 
that the making of picturés is creative work and 
consequently there are no laws and regulations 
which guarantee the quality of the product, any 
more than you could expect the painter to de- 
liver a certain number of masterpieces each 
year, or a composer to grind out a certain num. 
ber of successful grand operas. 

The Skourases agree with Lasky that domination of the pic- 
ture by stage shows will destroy the incentive for making good pic- 
tures. Therefore, they have decided upon a “test’’ which may be of 
constructive value to both the producer and theater operator. The 
week of Feb. 4, all stage entertainment at the Missourl Theater 
will be eliminated for the presentation of one of Mr. Lasky’s se- 
calied “super productions.” 

The picture is “Old Ironsides,” which originally was shown at 
the American Theater at advanced prices. It will play the Missourt 
at regular motion picture prices with an augmented orchestra. 
Brooke Johns, together with the other performers who ordinarily hold 
forth on the Missouri stage each week, will také a vacation. 

If the engagement of “Old Ironsides” under this plan {s suc- 
cessful it will be repeated as often during the year as the pro- 
ducers are able to furnish pictures of this type. Thus, im the case 
of really big pictures, the producers’ will have nothing to complain 
about. And in the case of ordinary pictures, the theater owffer still 
will have the alternative of Dnetering bis show with stage attraec- 
tions.

Approximately a million Jews 
lived in and around Alexandria at 
the time of Jesus, and roughly es- 
timated three-fourths of the Jewry 
of the world dwelt outside of Pal- 
estine when the tragedy on Calvary 
was perpetrated. They had not 
to even heard of His name and among

It was inevitable, therefore, that 
someone should conceive the idea of a 
farm for the homeless dog and the 
dog growing up in an environment ob- 
viously not suited for the bringing out 
of his best traits. So when Irene 
Castle McLaughlin recently announced 
that she was sponsoring just such a 
refuge, no one was surprised, for the 
former dancer’s interest in all man- 
ner of animals has been accorded 
great detail by the newspapers 
throughout her career. 

Mrs. McLaughlin drove her project 
home with great force in an address

causes of their ultimate divorce. 

For instance, there was Mrs. Tre- 
man's beautiful Hungarian thrush, of 
which she was very fond. One night, 
so the story goes, she had sprinkled 
worms on the carpet in the drawing 
room. and was watching the thrush 
gobble them up when Treman walked 
in, crushing a number of the worms 
underfoot. Far from being penitent 
at the sufferings of the mangled 
worms, he assumed anger at his wife's 
presumption in using his drawing 
room carpet for a feeding place for 
the thrush.

From the cloistered rettrement of his 
great estate, which he has sworn never 
again to leave, Gabriele d’Annunzio, 
Italian poet, lover and soldier, has 
spoken. To Marcel Boulenger, a French 
writer and a personal friend, D'Annun- 
zio has revealed for the first time the 
motives which led him to abandon the 
world so that he might spend hie last 
years in quiet and philosophic contem- 
plation. And although he hag on oc- 
casion violated this self-made vow, these 
occasions have been very rare. And 
rarer still have been the occasions on 
which intimate friends have been ad- 
mitted to his luzxurtous sanctuary on 
Lake Garda. Here for the first time, in 
his own words, is the story of his re- 
treat from the world in which he was 
for so long a romantic figure.

ABRIELE  £D’AN- 

NUNZIO is the 

most blase man in 

the world. Com- 

pletely shut off 

from the rest of his 

fellow humans, he 

is more inaccessible 

than the Pope of 

Rome, and spends 

his time reading, meditating over his 

priceless artistic treasures, walking 

the picturesque and ever-flowering 

paths of his immense estate, repenting 

and praying. ‘“‘Why should I not be 

thus jaded?’’ he asked me during my 

two months’ stay at his palace, which 

has just ended. ‘“‘Why should I not 

raise a high wall between myself and 

the millions whose shallowness and in- 

sincerity I know all too well? And 

what is there on earth that I have not 

tasted? Pictures have been painted 

for me, poems written for me, battles 

fought for me, and the long gamut of 

thrills has been run backwards and for- 

wards many times, all for me. I ab- 

sorbed life through my emotional pre- 

cocity, before others were aware of it. 

I had drunk its dregs when they were 

only beginning to suspect its bubbles. 

. Nothing now remains for me but 
expiation and death.’’ 

He is visibly changed—and no long- 
er the happy-go-lucky ‘‘bad boy’’ of 
previous years. His epicurean appe- 
tites remain for the most part. His 
table abounds with the rarest foods 
and wines and he is hemmed in by 
sumptuousness on all sides, but he has 
acquired a hitherto unsuspected sense 
of high spiritual responsibility, giving 
to prayers and meditation the energy 
he formerly gave to being a ‘‘good fel- 
low’’ and having a “big time.’’ 


HE mischievous twinkle has not 
left his eyes, nor has his subtle 
sense of humor forsaken him. I 
purchased a bottle of perfume in Ven- 
ice, more because of its attractive bot- 
tle than for the scent it inclosed. 
“What is that?’’ he asked me. ‘A bot- 
tle of scent to take back to Paris—to 
the woman I love!’’ 

‘“Ah,”’ he said laughingly, moving 
his right index finger rapidly from left 
to right in a characteristic gesture, 
“the woman one loves never needs per- 
fume—perfume is for the woman one 
does not love. 

“Woman,” he told me, “is an acci- 
dent. Man alone would have sufficed. 
However brilliant a woman may be 
brought by destiny to appear, I am cer- 
tain it is the male who is primordial. 
Woman, as my life is now constituted, 
is the most useless thing I can mind 
me of. As we advance intellectually 
they vanish from our horizons, but as 
we abandon ourselves to bestiality 
they become necessary. Like stars. 
they shine in our night, but disappear 
in the dawn. Woman is a good rib 
wasted. ...If Adam had felt to- 
wards them as I now do he would have 
said: ‘Please, Creator, give back my 
rib; it were better so.’ "’ 

“But such talk does not sound like 
you, Gabriele!’’ I remonstrate. 

“Ah, Marcel, I have had to rise 
above myself—the self you have 
known all these years—-in order to see 
myself more clearly!’’ 

He always affects the pontifical, oc- 
cupying a chair of such imposing pro- 
portions and elaborate embellishments 
that when his big fist comes down, 
hammer-like, upon one of itx arms, in 
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accentuation of his re- 
marks, his audience will 
be deeply impressed if 
not convinced. 

“‘Good-looking women 
are sO rare,” he _ de- 
clared, ‘‘that after 30 a 
woman is always inferior, 
age for age, in plastic 
beauty, to her husband or 
lover. The most 
popular heresy today is 
the one of taking wom- 
en seriously. ... Women are just be- 
ginning to remember the first kiss 
when men have forgotten the last one 

. There is no such thing as an in- 
nocent woman... they all know by 
instinct what we try to teach them. 

. They are ruminants. They can 
live for years on a single voluptuous 
memory. ... Women live only in the 
present, but men live, above all, in the 
future.”’ I asked D’Annunzio if he 
believed genius was hereditary. “I 
can't tell you,”’ he replied, ‘“‘as I have 
no children.”’ 

Gabriele d’'Annunzio has the strang- 
est eyes I ever saw—-eyes that hold 
one under their spell. He hypnotizes 
serpents and other reptiles, and this is 
one reason why he enjoys having them 
around him in such numbers. His pets 
have been snakes and baby alligators 
for 10 years or more. 


E LOVES the silence, and the 
H tiniest sound can throw him 


into fits of rage. If the sound 


is a natural one, however, he does not 


protest, and he has often had to draw 
a sharp line between natural and un- 
natural sounds, for the benefit of per- 
plexed servants. ‘I'd rather have Ni- 
agara Falls roaring eternally under my 
window,” he declared, ‘“‘than hear a 
pin fall once!’’ 

“But do you regret the profligacy of 
your youth, Gabriele?"'I asked on one 
occasion. 

“The one sensation I have never 
experienced is regret,”’ he told me. 
‘That is the one thrill which remains 
in store for me... but to regret is 
to serve a warrant upon one’s intel- 
lectual development and place it under 
arrest. I have taken the other course 
and confessed my transgressions.’’ 


At Fiume he appeared to care little 
for the comforts of life, but now, in- 
stalled in a stately palace, of marble 
halls, with vassals and serfs at his 
side, nothing gorgeous is lacking.

The picture was secretly taken to 
the laboratory recently when the mu- 
seum was closed to the public. In the 
presence of M. Verne and another ex- 
pert it was put through the testing 
processes. 

The results settied the authenticity 
of the painting for all time. It is un- 
questionably the work of Da Vincl, al- 
though this proof does not refute the 
claims made for other Mona Lisas. 
They, too, may be Da Vinci's work, as 
he is said to have made several copies 
of the painting, one of the most fa- 
mous in the history of art. The Mona 
Lisa is on the original canvas to whic!) 
Da Vinci first put his brush and has 
not since been tampered with by other 
artists, the ultra-violet ray disclosed. 


HE new technique by which fa- 
mous paintings are ‘‘expert- 
ised’ was first worked out Dy 
Professor Edmond Bayle, director of 
the identity service of the Paris Police 
Department. 

“T commenced to study paintings sci- 
entifically to amuse myself,” modestly 
explained Monsieur Bayle, who is chief 
of the most elaborate laboratory for 
the detection of crime in the world. 

“Tt was very interesting to read the 
history of an old masterpiece, or al- 
leged masterpiece, under the X-ray or 
ultra-violet ray, and when the judges 
could not settle a dispute between ex- 
perts about a painting they began to 
ask me for a laboratory examination. 

“It was able to furnish incontestable 
proofs of authenticity in some cases, 
and of falsity in others, and so artistic 
expertises have become one of my reg- 
ular duties now.” 

A few years ago one of the most 
lucrative European skin games was 
selling faked “‘old masters’’—made by 
expert ‘‘ghoste’’ in the Paris, Berlin, 
Florence and Amsterdam art colonies 
—to American collectors and mu- 


seums, and also 
in England to 
some extent. 

It was 80 easy 
for a good copy- 
ist! For example, 
he took a typical 
Rembrandt subject 
and painted it in 
Rembrandt's. style. 

To make it look an- 
cient he painted it 
over an old painting, 
and then baked it in 
an oven to put the 
necessary cracks in the 
paint. 

The clever “ghosts” 
even employed ancient 
pigments to foo] meddle- 
some chemists. They 
developed extraordinarily 
successful methods to ‘age’ their 
work and soften the colors. The name 
of the old master was painted faintly 
in the corner, as American buyers de- 
mand it. And then the copyists fooied 
honest dealers by ‘‘planting’’ their 
masterpiece in an old house, or by 
having a poor widow sell it with some 
junk, 

It was often impossible to detect 
these forgeries, as many American 
private and public collectors know 
to their sorrow, but when Professor 
Bayle appeared on the scene with his 
X-ray, ultra-violet ray and micropho- 
tography, analytical chemistry, list of 
ancient pigments and other scientific 
methods he completely revolutionized 
the French art trade, which until then 
had been as risky as horse trading.

“expertised.”’ 


—of a painting, and not a single “old 
master’’ is bought or sold in Paris 
today without going through this test. 
Is there another painting underneath? 
One can see instantly. Has it been 
ruined in the course of centuries and 
been patched up by some obscure daub- 
er? The whole story is written on the 
ultra-violet screen. Is the pigment 
ancient? It is simple to analyze. Do 
the cracks in the paint follow’ the 
cracks in the wood? They’ should. 
Are the brush strokes similar to the 
ones in the master’s known works? 
They must be. 


HESE scientific expertises are 

extremely interesting and a 

typical one, which has been 
greatly abbreviated, follows:

We had been asked to make a re- 
port on a painting, belonging to a pri- 
vate collection in Paris, which Mon- 
sieur Gustave Soulier, the distin- 
guished professor of the history of art, 
had recently identified as “An un- 
known Raphael of the Ombrienne

microphotographs show- 
ing, at left, new wood and 
the same kind of wood when aged. 


It was a Madonna that had appar- 
ently been made for a church altar. 
It was 79 centimeters high, 51 centi- 
meters wide and 32 millimeters thick. 
The Virgin’s blouse was red and her 
skirt blue. The angel at her left wore 
a blue tunic with green sleeves and a 
violet blue robe. The angel at her 
right wore a blue tunic with old rose 
sleeves and a green skirt. 

At the bottom of the painting were 
the signature and the date: 


Raphael Vrbinas F MDIII 


E AGREED to study this work 
W with much pleasure, primarily 

because of its supposed origin, 
and later because of the fascination 
that the preliminary examination had 
stirred in us. It was particularly in- 
teresting because, the painting being 
signed and dated, the questions we 
had to solve were quite precise: Is it 
certain that the signature and date 
form part of the same body as the 
work and were not added afterwards? 
And is it certain that every part of this 
work really dated from the epoch in- 
dicated? 

We kept these two points in mind 
continually in making our expertise, 
and the latter will be described as 
briefly as possible, although it was 
long and delicate. It must be pointed 


out also that though 
we had to make an 
analysis of the pig. 
ment it was forbidden 
to take off any appreciable quan- 
tity of it. 

The expertise will be divided into 
the following sections: 

A—Nature and age of the wood 
forming the panel. 

B—The epoch at which the panel 
was made. 

C—Approximate age of the painting. 

D—Study of the signature and date. 


A 


(Monsieur Bayle explains in detail 
that the panel consisted of three strips 
of wood, and that by cutting off sliv- 
ers 1.100 of a millimeter thick and ex- 
amining them under a microscope he 
identified the wood as the Cedrela 
Odorate L. A study of the cells, in 
comparison with samples of the same 
wood of known age, revealed that the 
three pieces were of the same age, and 
that this age certainly exceeded several 
centuries.) . 

B 

(The epoch at which the panel was 
made. ) 

It would not be of much impor- 
tance to know the age of the wood 
if we could not determine when 
it was made into a panel. We 
can announce, however, that. it 
was dry, but new, when the 
latter was made. The proof is that 
the three pieces were glued together, 
and, as they still hold together, that 
means the wood was perfectly dry. A 
study of the dessication of the wood 
shows that it was at least 50 years old 
at the time, which is comparatively 
new wood. 

But was this panel painted at the 
same epoch, or several hundred years 
later? 

In the back of the panel we found 
many smal] holes made by insects. 
These holes were all perfectly round, 
and this proves that the panel had ai- 
ready been made when the insects first 
attacked it, or, in other words, that the 
wood was in the form of new planks 
when it was made. The explanation 
of this is very simple; when one saws 
up an old piece of wood that has al- 
ready been eaten by worms he cuts 
through the holes, but as these run in 
every direction they generally appea! 
on the face of a board as ellipses. 


HE holes we found on the panel 
, were all circular, thereby prov- 


ing that the surface we studied 
was the one the insects worked from, 
or to put it another way, that the 
panel was made before the wood was 
old enough to have been eaten. 

We can go even farther and say that 
one side of the panel had been painted 
when the insects started to work, as 
an X-ray examination shows there are 
no holes on the painted side. 

Two hypotheses prejudicial to the 
authenticity of the painting were 
therefore eliminated: Firstly, that it 
was a panel made recently with old 
wood, and, secondly, that it was an 
old panel recently painted. 

It was certain that this panel, of 
which the wood was several centuries 
old, was made up and painted on one 
side when the wood was new. 

Cc 

(The approximate age of the paint- 
ing.) 

We wish to know if the painting 
itself is ancient, or a new painting over 
an old one, and we reached the fol- 
lowing conclusions: 

1. That the first coating or sizing 
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eputation 


applied to the wood 
was an ancient com- 
position. 

It was possible to 
remove a piece of it 
as big as a “needle 
point and analyze it 
under a spectrographic 
machine. 

2. That the pigments were ancient. 
We were forbidden to scratch off any 
paint, but we secured sufficient par- 
ticles by rubbing a piece of cotton 
soaked in alcohol over the surface. An 
analysis showed that the blue in the 
Virgin’s robe contained “lapis lazuli,”’ 
or natural ultramarine, which has not 
been used for centuries. Even in 
Raphael's time it was sold for the 
price of gold, and we also know that it 
was consecrated to the Virgin. It was 
the custom in ordering a painting of 
the Virgin to give the painter a suffi- 
cient quantity of this precious pig- 
ment, but sometimes it ran short and 
he had to mix in a cheaper color. In 
this case the painter had mixed it not 
with artificial ultramarine, or somé 
modern pigment, but with indigo. 

3. That the cracks were ancient and 
that the painting had all the character- 
istics of age. 

The cracks, or ‘‘fingerprints,’’ of an 
old painting play such a big role in 
indicating age that fakers take great 
pains with them. They make a trac- 
ing of the cracks on an authentic old 
work, draw the same lines on their 
modern fake with a pin point, and 
then bake it. The paint always cracks 
under these pin lines. 


T IS often very hard to detect on 

canvas, but with a painting on wood 

the cracks in the paint are largely 
governed by the movement of the big 
veins, knots, etc., and it was particu- 
larly true in this case. 

4. That several successive restora- 
tions, which were separated by long 
lapses of time, indicated that the 
painting had a considerable history. 

The epoch of these restorations was 
roughly indicated by the depth of the 
cracks. 

D 

(Study of the signature and date.) 

We.particularly wanted to know if 
the name and date formed part of the 
body of the painting, which would in- 
dicate that they were placed there 
when the work was finished. 

This line was traced in pale ochre, 
heightened with gold, against a back- 
ground of darker ochre. 

In studying the cracks in this cor- 
ner by the aid of photography and 
radio-photography we satisfied our- 
selves that they formed part of the sys- 
tem of cracks of the primitive paint- 
ing, and that there had been no resto- 
rations or retouches here. 

We also discovered that the gold 
on the signature and the gold on the 
Virgin's corsage was of the same col- 
or, quality and structure, which 
showed that they had been ground to- 
gether at the same time. 

To the naked eye the date seemed 
to be MDIII, or 1503, but under the 
ultra-violet rays it came out as MDIIII, 


as the last “I"’ was almost effaced, This 


was of considerable interest, as a faker 
would not write a date and leave one 
part of it invisible, but many people 
will ask why it was MDIIII instead of 
MDIV, which was the ordinary way of 
writing it. A number of authentic old 
paintings have the date written in this 
way, however.

ap IS enemies call him 
im oa red-headed 
roughneck, a bDiath- 
erskite and a nut.

Mayor of Newburyport, and he doesn't 
mean maybe. With his super-charged 
vocabulary and his gift for making un- 
expected things happen, ‘“‘Bossy’’ Gillis 
is shaking up and waking up this old- 
fashioned, sleepy city to a degree of in- 
somnia it never suffered before. A 
short time ago ‘‘Bossy’’ was merely a 
noisy, but inconsequential, gasoline 
dealer. locally celebrated for once hav- 
ing been locked up for profanity. He 
Was an ex-saillor, an ex-hobo and an 
obstreperous person generally. The 
town didn't take him very seriously.

‘Bossy’ Gillis is a Mayor with a 
purpose. A very definite purpose it is. 
He ran for office to get revenge 
against the City Council and the police 
force, and he has been getting it ever 
since he was sworn in a month ago. 
The real reason he is Mayor of New- 
buryport is that two years ago the city 
authorities refused to issue him a li- 
cense to operate a gasoline filling sta- 
tion in a dignified neighborhood. That 
may be said to have started him on his 
violent political career. But for that 
refusal he probably would have gone 
on making money contentedly.

The incident that was Richt- 
hofen’s first brush with death ir 
the air occurred in Russia in the 
autumn of 1915, when he was stil! 
an humble observer with hardly 
100 hours in the air to his credit 

Fiying atan altitude of 4500 
feet, they approached the burning 
town of Wicznice, over which an 
enormous column of smoke tow- 
ered 6000 feet. The column looked 
to be several miles in diameter. It 
writhed across their path like a 
great black phantom To have 
flown over or around it would 
have meant five minutes out of 
their way. 

The plane sped forward with 
open throttle. It penetrated the 
smoke volume like a needle dis- 
appearing into a biack velvet 
cushion. From sunlight and cool. 
fresh air the two fools found 
themselves suddenly in hot, suffo- 
cating darkness. 

The horizon was biotted out: 
directions became jumbled up.

with a machine gun that could be 
moved from one mounting to an- 
other on the two sides of the ob- 
server's cockpit, which in 
this plane was behind the 
pilot. 

Richthofen, with his ma- 
chine gun mounted on the 
side facing the French 
plane, opened hostilities 
with a rapid buret of 10 or 
20 shots, which was 
stopped by the Jamming of.
